Reaction was swift and noisy 
—joy from urban leaders and 
outrage from state’s righters 
and rural * dominated legisla­ 
tures. 
Both Republicans and Demo­ 
crats, digging into voting and 
population charts, figured the 
decision would help them. 
All agreed that rural resi­ 
dents who for generations have 
held a disproportionate share of 
voting power in most states, 
would be the losers.

do. Special sessions of the leg­ 
islatures 
may be needed in

“There’s no sense in having 
two houses if they represent the 
same thing,” he declared. “I 
trust they won’t find the U.S 
Senate unconstitutional.” 
This was much the same view 
of Gov. John Connally of Texas 
a Democrat, who said: 
“The 
r uling does violence to at least 
a measure of the checks and 
balances we’ve adhered to in 
our legislative bodies since the 
foundation of this country.” 
Some governors ranted, in 
eluding Arkansas’ 
Orvad 
E 
Faubus, who charged that the 
court had intruded on what is 
“clearly a state matter” and 
said, “This ruling lends an aw 
ful lot of credence to the views 
of those extremists who want 
to impeach Warren.” 
Chief 
Justice 
Earl Warren 
wrote the majority opinions in 
all six cases Monday. 
Many governors and legisla 
tive leaders took the view that 
the Court’s decisions were finad 
and definite and the sooner they 
were complied with the better 
“I regard this decision as the 
law of the land and it is up to 
us to carry out reapportionment 
in accordance with the guide 
lines set down by the Supreme 
Court,” said Delaware’s 
Gov 
Elbert N. Carvel. 
Several other governors, in 
eluding Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
of California, said legal confer 
ences would be held to decide 
what their states had to do and 
when. 
In several states, court cases 
are pending whose outcome will 
determine what action must be 
taken and when. 
The lower 
court tidings are bound to be 
influenced 
by 
the Supreme 
Court’s opinions.

Are Distributed 


State Auditor Roger W. Tracy 
announced today the distribu 
tion of $2,819,200 in gasoline ex 
cise taxes to counties and town 
ships of the state. 
The payment included $20,000 
for each of the 88 counties, for 
a total of $1,760,000, and $1,059, 
200 for the townships, at the 
rate of $800 per township. 
This brought to $26,175,120 the 
total gas tax revenues paid to 
the political subdivisions of the 
state during the first half of the 
calendar year. 
This figure included $10,560, 
OOO for t h e counties, and $5, 
825,600 for the townships, while 
the balance was shared by the 
c i t i e s and villages, with all 
f u n d s earmarked specifically 
for highway purposes. 
Total gas revenues distributed 
for the comparable period last 
year was $23,493,025, with $9, 
680,000 going to counties, $5 
294,800 to townships, and $9 
518,225 to municipalities.

why the work pace slows dur­ 
ing the season of the summer 
goof-off. 
The main one is that the staff 
is more interested in spending 
its own money than in making 
money for the firm. The warm­ 
ing weather fills them with a 
deepening laziness and drains 
ambition from their brains. 
Vacations become the all-im­ 
portant topic. The coffee breaks 
and lunch hours get longer as 
the payroll peasants brag to 
each other about where they are 
going, or lie to each other about 
the fun they had at the place 
they’ve just been. 
It is hard for an outside sales­ 
man to phone an order into the 
office. All the lines are tied up 
by 
employes 
calling 
travel 
agencies, 
arranging 
personal 
loans, or making long-distance 
calls to be sure that Lake Bide- 
a-wee has reserved a room for 
them for two weeks in August. 
Another reason for the hot 
weather slump is that the office 


becomes pretty much like a bat­ 
tlefield aid station. Half the em ­ 
ployes 
have become 
walking 
wounded. 
If they don’t come down with 
summer colds, they come to 
work 
bandaged 
from 
insect 
stings, romping through poison 
ivy, fishhook injuries, or cases 
of sunburn or general exhaus­ 
tion. 
Attempts have been made to 
solve the problems raised by 
the 
midyear 
letdown. 
Some 
firms simply close up shop for 
the duration. 
But the only sure cure is to 
let the disease run its course. 
By 
Labor 
Day, 
everybody’s 
health is so run down he is glad 
to get his mind back on the 
job. 
He also realizes that he has 
to buckle down like a beaver if 
he is to earn a Christmas bonus 
large enough to pay for all that 
vacation fun he thought he was 
having during the summer goof- 
off.

NEW YORK (AP)—First eco.f 
nomic fruits of the federal in- 
come tax cut are whetting som e! 
cogressional appetites for fur­ 
ther tax revisions. Suggestions 
range from comparatively mi­ 
nor tax relief to adopting levies1 
until now untried in this coun­ 
try. 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee this week is studying! 
what to do about excise taxes 
or several substitute levies, in­ 
cluding the value-added tax on 
manufacturing. This European' 
variant could replace the excise 
or sales tax or even lower the 
corporate income tax. 
The administration is report­ 
ed studying the possibility of 
greater use of income taxes as 
an 
economic 
weapon 
against 
any future recession. 
The argument is that if cut­ 
ting individual and corporate in­ 
come taxes by some $11.5 bil­ 
lion a year is good for this 
year’s economy, why wouldn’t 
other tax reforms be just the 
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right medicine for future eco­ 
nomic upsets? The likely stum­ 
bling block is that the adminis­ 
tration would like the power to 
raise or lower income tax rates 
quickly at any sign of trouble 
and Congress it loathe to give 
up 
its 
right 
to 
make 
any 
changes, and at its own pace. 
The House later this week 
will get around to a more spe­ 
cific and present m atter — the 
extension for another year of 
the 
present 
excise 
or 
sales 
taxes 
on 
cosmetics, 
jewelry, 
handbags, furs and the like. 
These war-time taxes have been 
on a year to year basis. 
Since they bring in a fairly 
regular and dependable reve­ 
nue, while income tax receipts

have strong supporters in Con­ 
gress and the administration. 
And some would like to see 
more reliance on federal sales 
taxes and less on income taxes

The l a s t 
seminar of a three-day session 
was thrown into something of 
an 
u p r o a r 
when 
Andrew 
Hacker, an associate professor 
of government at Cornell Uni­ 
versity, used the c o l d terms 
of a cultural anthropologist to 
describe the p o w e r struggle 
of whites and Negroes in the 
United States. 
He 
spoke 
of two clashing 
"Populist” movements, one con­ 
sisting of N e g r o e s who are 
attempting to crash a society 
which has rejected them,, a n d 
the other composed of fearful 
white "backlashers” who are 
shaky a b o u t their own hard- 
won financial security, real es­ 
tate values, and s o c i a l sta­ 
tus. He predicted, as a "student 
of power,” that the backlash 
would take on formidable pro­ 
portions in the next few years. 
Professor H acker’s s p e e c h 
was delivered d e a d p a n , but 
there 
were 
undercurrents 
of 
irony in it. Obviously, to an 
American, he 
was hitting 
at 
northern hypocrites who are all 
for integration in Mississippi 
and Alabama but who carefully 
move themselves to all - white 
suburbs when their blocks are 
busted” by N e g r o 
house- 
hunters in a big city. The note 
of irony, 
however, 
failed 
to 
cross the language barriers of 
students from Belgium, Ethio 
pia, Ecuador, and India. Some 
of the boys and girls couldn’t 
understand it w h en Professor 
Hacker said he s p o k e as a 
scientific student of power, not 
as a moralist. 
S i n c e this columnist once 
read all the works of the late 
Thorstein Veblen, who used to 
describe the "underlying popu­ 
lation” in term s that sounded 
scientifically neutral but actual­ 
ly masked a good deal of sym 
p a t h y for the underdog, the 
Hacker approach to the prob­ 
lem of the 
"two populisms” 
seemed quite a m asterpiece of 
basic understanding of a poten­ 
tially ugly situation. On the one 
hand the N e g r o is 
on 
the 
march. And on the other hand 
no one who has paid $25,000 for 
a house in a white suburb likes 
to see $10,000 lopped off his in 
vestment overnight because of 
a change in the racial compos! 
tion of the neighborhood. These 
are clashing facts of life, which 
Professor Hacker, no Pollyanna 
was trying to get across. 
That he failed to do it points 
to a serious m o d e r n defici­ 
ency. Even some of the students 
who were proficient in their 
E n g I i ^h didn’t get the Hack 
er drive 
toward 
sociological 
t r u t h as expressed in satiri­ 
cal terms. Can it be that nobody 
really understands satire any 
more? 
This may not seem to be 
monumental problem to many 
but it raises a serious question 
among those of us who make a 
living by writing. Or, for that 
m atter by cartooning. Al Capp, 
the c r e a t o r of the comic 
strip "L i’l Abner,” happened to 
be part of the third-day seminar 
here at Williamsburg.

King, who was released on 
bond from St. Augustine, Fla., 
jail Saturday, was one of 13 
persons who received honorary 
degrees at the university’s 263rd 
commencement.

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (A P )- 
Now the American voter enters 
the crisis time of a crisis year 
—still 
a 
bottled-up 
genie 
of 
strange and unknown fogs and 
vapors. 
He is poked and prodded with 
quick, 
fever-chart 
interviews 
and prim ary elections — some­ 
times crude, sometimes sharp 
attem pts to forecast how he will 
behave when summoned forth in 
the fall. 
Yet he rem ains largely a mat­ 
ter of intuition, historical pat­ 
terns and current superstition- 
defying everything but the most 
complex and deep investigations 
and analyses. 
For 16 years he has been in­ 
vestigated by a battery of social 
researchers from the Survey Re­ 
search Center of the University 
of Michigan’s Institute for So­ 
cial Research. Their growing 
case history of the voter since 
1948—how and why he decides— 
yields 
a 
rem arkable 
lens 
through which to view the enig. 
mas of 1964 
Investigators have interviewed 
voters 
extensively 
every two 
years, before and after 
each 
election. 
Their picture is far from com­ 
plete—but it is among the clear­ 
est available for the man who, 
in November, decides the politi­ 
cally quick and the politically 
dead. 
Who then is this marvel of 
modern democracy, this true 
paragon of power, this complex­ 
ity of opinion and ignorance, 
this human, this American vot­ 
er? 
These things seem true, said 
Prof. Angus Campbell, director 
SRC: 
—Since 1952—and perhaps for 
20 years before—the normal vot­ 
ing strength of the two parties 
splits each year at about 54 per 
cent Democratic, 46 per cent Re­ 
publican. Before 1932, a year of 
political rebellion in a nation 
emerging from the depression, 
the voters had favored the Re 
publican party for many years. 
—The voter is not a man of 
issues. 
—For some 75 per cent, par­ 
ty loyalty is important. They 
have pledged their allegiance by 
varying degrees of conviction to 
one party — and this prejudg­ 
ment often alters what these 
voters perceive of the issues. 
—Roughly 45 per cent have 
prejudged in favor of the Demo­ 
cratic party, 30 per cent in fa­ 
vor of the Republicans. 
—But for a full quarter of the 
American population, the par­ 
ties mean little and they have 


neither do those of many of their 
party allegiant neighbors. 
That breakdown has remained 
through 16 years of SRC inter­ 
views. 
Indeed, the interviewers find, 
most Democrats and most Re 
publicans are not made, they 
are born, inheriting their polit! 
cal beliefs from their parents, 
their grandparents, their family 
traditions. 
They change flags only under 
the stress of grave crisis that 
reaches down to touch their 
lives.

Ohio’s delegates to the Repub­ 
lican National Convention are 
taking a new look at candidates 
and at least three already have 
approved the candidacy of Gov. 
William W. Scranton of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
A continuing Associated Press 
survey shows that 15 prefer Sen. 
B arry Goldwater and the bal­ 
ance of 40 indicate they will 
stick to Jam es A. Rhodes as 
favorite son. A final caucus of 
delegates here June 22 may 
clarify the picture.

Cubs for outfielder Lou Brock 
and pitchers Jack Spring and 
Paul Toth. 
Two minor moves were made

Green to the minors. 
The Twins have been con­ 
sidered legitimate AL pennant 
contenders, but it was generally 
felt they needed more pitching 
strength.

Dean Chance of Los Angeles 
but were unwillingly to break 
up their power trust by sending 
Bob Allison to the Angels. 
Apparently rebuffed elsewhere 
also, the Twins moved in their 
minor league chain, farming 
out last year’s ace reliever, Bill 
Dailey, and bringing up Bill 
Whitby, 4-3 at Charlotte. 
Grant, 28, had been hit hard 
this season, starting nine games 
and completing only one. He 
had a 3-4 record with a 5.95 
earned run average, but is an 
established major league start­ 
er of known quality with a 64-59 
lifetime record entering this 
season.

Views on Television — Radio

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
American viewer still loves tel­ 
evision and has made it his 
boon 
companion 
of leisure 
hours, but he is becoming more 
selective about what he watch­ 
es and more critical of what he 
sees. 
While expressing satisfaction 
with television coverage of real 
events — news, specials and 
sports — he was disappointed in 
the 
past 
season’s 
dramatic 
shows. He found them depress­ 
ing, morbid, and concentrated 
on troubled personalities. He 
yearned for more rollicking es­ 
cape-type dramatic shows. 
That, in essence was the find­ 
ing in an audience study of over 
600 viewers in 14 different area 
made by the Chicago firm of 
Social Research, Inc., reported 
in the current issue of the trade 
magazine Broadcasting. 
On the happy side of the ledg­ 
er, the report found the public 
was grateful for the “incredible 
array of top-notch, free enter­ 
tainment available,” appreciat­ 
ed its cultural --influence, and 
is not complaining so much 
these days about the commer­ 
cials. 
On toe critical side, it noted 
the medical, psychiatric and so- 
cial-illness themes in many dra­ 


matic programs — the report 
called the past year “the sick 
season” — and expressions of a 
desire for more hows with the 
good guy winning over the bad 
guys — also more physical vio­ 
lence, of all things. 
The interviewers also found 
the audience was not as stimu­ 
lated as they once were with 
comedy shows and variety pro­ 
grams. McHugh and Hoffman, 
toe Birmingham, Mich., televi- 
sion-radio consulting firm that 
commissioned the study, passed 
on the conclusion that this past 
season’s high rating of comedy 
and variety shows were in reali­ 
ty a measure of “how few of 
this year’s television dramas 
have appealed to the broader 
American public.” The “prob­ 
lem shows,” they deduced, sent 
the viewers flocking to comedy 
and variety for “refuge and re­ 
laxation.”

New Ohio Congressional

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
U.S. District Court here has 
been asked to declare the state’s 
congressional districts invalid 
and order Gov. James A. Rhodes 
to call a special session of the 
legislature to set up new dis­ 
tricts. 
The suit, filed by Dayton at­ 
torney Ronald G. Logan on be­ 
half of John C. Smith of Day­ 
ton, contends that the unbalance 
of population in the 23 districts 
is a “flagrant violation of the 
rights of the plaintiff.” 
Using 
1960 census figures, 
Logan’s suit contends that the 
largest Ohio district is the 3rd 
—Montgomery and Butler count­ 
ies—with 726,156 persons. The 
smallest is the 15th—Guernsey, 
Monroe, Morgan, Muskingum, 
Noble, Perry and Washington 
counties — with 236,288 popula­ 
tion. 
It asserted that a vote in the 
15th District, therefore, means 
three times as much as one in

He added 
that it does not provide for ad­ 
justments at any time based on 
shifts in population or for any 
other reason. 
He specifically objects to the 
fact that the district boundaries 
“are based on land areas rather 
than representing the people as 
is required by the 14th amend­ 
ment to the U.S. Constitution.” 
In addition to Rhodes, the suit 
named Secretary of State Ted 
W. Brown as a defendant by 
virtue of his position as the 
state’s chief elections officer. It 
said Rhodes was named “be­ 
cause he alone has the power to 
convene a special session of 
the legislature.” 


B U R G I N said if his com­

2. Reserve the best quality 
land for farming wherever pos­ 
sible. 
3 Create new wealth in the 
development of the land and in 
the balanced industrial develop­ 
ment that uses products on the 
soil. Farms and forests are the 
basic renewable resources of 
the county. 
4. Direct new residential set 
tlement and subdivisions toward 
unfit or unneeded land for farm 
use. 
5. Develop new residential 
areas in an orderly fashion, in 
accordance with the state plan­ 
ning, health and sanitation re­ 
quirements, and in relation to 
other residential subdivisions. 
6. Preserve some of the low, 
swampy areas for wildlife de­ 
velopment and Lake flowage 
areas. 
7. Outline flood plain boundar­ 


ies along the Scioto River and 
large streams and zone these 
lands against human habitation. 
It is possible to keep out of the 
path of floods. 
8 Preserve and develop basic 
recreational land and water re­ 
sources. We will need many 
more public and private facili­ 
ties for the future. 
9 Strive to keep the commun­ 
ity and county clean and beau­ 
tiful. Random automobile grave­ 
yards and g a r b a g e disposal 
dumps litter the countryside, 
lower property values in settled 
communities 
and 
discourage 
new developments.
